Amendment  No.  1  to  Service  and  Regulatory 
Announcements  (B.A.E.)  No.  125. 


By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  by  the  United  States  Cotton  Standards  Act  of  March 
4,  1923  (IJ.S.C,  Title  7,  Sees.  51-65),  I,  C.  F.  l^arvin.  Act- 
ing Secretary  of  Agriculture,  do  make,  prescribe,  publish  and 
give  public  notice  of  the  following  amendment,  vj-hich  shall  be 
in  force  and  effect  on  and  after  this  date,  to  the  regulations 
of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  under  said  Act. 

In  regulation  11,  strike  out  section  9  and  substitute 
therefor  the  following: 

"Sec.  9.    Each  licensed  classifier  shall  keep,  or  there 
shall  be  kept  for  him,  for  a  period  of  at  least  a  year 
a  record  of  the  classification  of  each  individual  bale 
of  cotton  classified  by  himt     Provided,  That  as  to  any 
licensed  classifier  in  private  business  or  employment 
this  requirement  shall  apply  only  to  cotton  actually 
bought  or  sold  by  him  or  his  emj.'loyer:     Provided  further 
That  where  any  licensed  classifier  shall"™s~erve"~on  a  com- 
mittee  in  the  classification  of  any  cotton,  such  record 
shall  show  the  classification  of  such  cotton  and  the  par 
ticipation  of  each  licensed  classifier  engaged  in  such 
classification.    Each  licensed  classifier  shall  permit 
any  officer  or  agent  of  the  bureau,  authorized  by  the 
chief  of  the  bureau  for  the  purpose,  to  inspect  or  ex- 
amine, on  any  business  day  during  the  usual  hours  of 
business,  his  books,  papers,  records,  md  accounts  re- 
lating to  the  performance  of  his  duties  under  the  Act 
and  those  regulations."
